PRELIMINARY STATEMENT ON THE CONSEQUENCES OF 
THE DISMEMBERMENT OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA FOR THE 
EVANGELICAL CHURCH OF CZECH BRETHREN

what will be the new frontiers of Czecho-

necessary to suppose that at least half of them 
—some 10,000 Protestant people—will 
to the truncated Czechoslovakia.

The Church will be under obligation 
to try to help them in any possible way ; this 
will be a tremendous task, doubly difficult 
because of the impoverishment of the 
nation to be expected as the result of the 
cession. 


2. Among those refugees there will be 
several pastors and their families. A very 
conservative estimate is that eight pastors — 
possibly more—will lose for a time their 
charges. congregations in places ceded 
to Germany or Poland will in most cases 
disperse. Even where the farming population 
will remain it may prove impossible for tle 
pastor to remain for various reasons under 
the new conditions. In fact, one of the first

“* His citadel secure from capture, Miaja 
and Madrid's civil authorities sat down to 
work out a plan more gigantic even than 
Madrid’s defence. That was the feeding of 
the million and a quarter population. 

“ There was an artery, 215 miles long, 
to Valencia. Along that artery, in the last 
two years, has come almost every morsel of 
food eaten by Madrid’s inhabitants in that 
ame. At first supplies were good. The first 
winter was hard. The second severe. The 
one that now approaches will be fearful. 

“* Since the siege began 3,000 babies have 
been born. The Government has kept these 
supplied with milk. But not a drop for any 
other person in Madrid, under the pain of 
death. Ten thousand children between the 
milk. 

“There are only a few shops doing 


business in Madrid. Few people have any 


money left. In any case they cannot eat 
money. 

“It gets colder in Madrid in winter than 
in London, because of the icy winds that 
sweep down from the mountains—but 
there's no fuel left for household fires. 


“Even well-fed people feel London’s 
winter. Many le in Madrid who have 
not had one full meal in more than a year 
will die from cold and undernourishment 
this winter.”’
